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Tbe actioD of the Stato Conservative Con¬
vention iu Richmond, yesterday, was just such
as it shouiii have beuu. li appointed a State
committee, tbe requisite number of delegates
to the National Couveution, aud the State aud

district electors, aud then, without any such
foolishness as the adoption of platforms or reso¬

lutions, or instructions to delegates, or expres¬
sions of preference for any particular gentle¬
man spoken of in connection with the presiden¬
tial nomination, adjourned, as the sensible peo¬

ple of whom it was composed should have done.
From our knowledge of tfe personnel of the
delegates selected to go to St. Louis wo are in¬

duced to believe that their acibn iu the Na¬
tional Convention will be as wise and prudent
as was that of the bony from which they obtain
their credentials, and that,actuated by motives
of the highest patriotism, they will go to St.
J,oui* witb the sole object of assisting, to their

utmost, any legitimate measure that may be
detmed most liki-iy to overthrow tbe preseut
corrupt Radical administration, and to restore

the control of the country to the bands of hon¬

est and honorable men. Individually they may,

and doubtless do have, personal preferences
that they wou'.i like to have gratified by the
action of the ojnveution, but we are sure that
these preferences will not, iu the remotest de¬

gree, affect their course, which will be directed
to the discovery of the man who eau command
111 <re electoral votes iu the North thau any of

his competitors, and,having made that di.-eov
ery,to cast tbe united vote of the Statu lor him,
and to eloquently aud forcibly advise the dele¬

gates from all the other Southern States to fol¬
low their example; and, if we are uot deceived,
that advice will uot go unheeded.

As stated in yesterday's liazette the fctate

Conservative Convention selected Col. Henry
E. Peyton, of L iudoun couuty, and Mr. S. C.
Neale, of this city, as the delegates to repre¬
sent this Congressional District in the National
Democratic Convention. Col. Peytou is a gal¬
lant and eloquent representative ot the bauuer
county in the District, and the honor thus con¬

ferred upon hiui by the highest authority ot
his party in the State was properly aud worthi¬
ly bestowed. Mr. Nealc,though a very young
man, has doue noble service to his party, hav-

iug already led two forlorn hopes, once in a con¬

test for the House ot Delegates, iu 1871, aud

agaio for the Board ot Alderuien in 1875, on

both of which occasions.he won complete vic¬
tories, routing the superior torces ot the enemy
at every point, and this general rucoguition ol

his local public services, through a great and

unusual honor for one so youug to receive, is in
every respect well merited.
